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themſelves ſuch and ſncb proportions of the Eng- 
liſh Eflates: 4ll this notwithſtanding, the Eng- 
liſh patiently bore, making no otber return than by 
applying themſelves to ſome of the Engliſh Nobi- 
Iity, who repreſented their Caſe to the King, 
though witbout Redriſi: But now the apprehen- 
ſoms of the Prince of Orange's Coming to Eng- 
land, being made known, Tryconnel preſently 
takes the Alarm, and reſolving on all the Injuries 
done to the Engliſh, made no doubt of their in- 
clination to revenge ; therefore no ſooner the 
News of the Dutch landing arrivd, but be 
ſends bis Emiſſary's to exaſperate the Iriſh, by 
 relling them that the Engliſh bad ſent for the 
Dutch to cut off the King, and deftroy the Ca- 
tholicks throughout the three Kingdoms , ſo that 
in ſeveral places the Iriſh roſe and deſtroyed ſe- 
veral Families ; the Deputy Iſſuing out at the 
fame time an Order to diſarm all the Proteſtants, 
relolving that if matters miſcaried bere in Eng- 


land,to cut them all of, and ſet up fog himſelf,

' But the Earl of Grenard, a very Noble and 
. Worthy Proteſtant, and ne exceeding powerful 
| in the North, where the chief of the Engliſh

from the King to diſarm the Proteſtants, and de- 
firing to ſee it, was refus'd:whereupon he told his 
Lordſhip plainly, it j{ ould not be executed, if he | 
- could hinler it; and communicating preſently the 
© Defign, to the reſt of the Proteſtant Nobility 
end Gentry , then forthwith ſent Intelligence to 
allparts, with Advice to fland in their own de- 
fence to the utmoſt : which we hope, 'with ſome 
ſpzedy Aſſiſtance from England , will preſerve 
that Intereſt in the Kingdom, which the Prote- 
flants with their Blood, have dearly bought. 
For this ſeaſonable Toelligracs fltes well di- 
. geited by the Nobility and Gentry of the Engliſh 
Intereſt;they preſently importune the Earl of ln- 
chiquten, to make anjearly proviſion againſt the 
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palpable, and now hy let doubted deſigns of 
the Iriſh; who thereupon immedtatly ſummons 
his party,already,though privasly prep rd for the | 
buſineſs, jo that in leſs than Ten days time, he 
bai well nigh Eight Thouſand Men, well ap-

Avenues and 
Gnards:while the Lords Grenard and Mount- 
joy ( whoupon ſome feipnea pretence ) (aid a 
while behind his Regiment with others,laid hold 
on the Lord Tyrconnel, putting him immediat- 
ly under a ſirong Guard; and leaving a ſufficient 
number to keep the/Gaſtle and City; the Militia, 
with what additional Forces they could appoint, 
out of the Proteſtants, that came in voluntari- 
ly to aſſiſh in the Buſmeſs, made up a formidable W 
Body, toreſsft the Iriſh ; who upon the News, 
were coming back to th@Feſcue of the Deputy = 
but perceiving ſuch anunexpeFed number,ready 
to oppoſe them, they preſently diſperſed, ſo that tbe 
Caſtle and City were without much noiſe ſecured 
zo the Englitb, and the Lord Tyrconnel ready
